HANDLING  freight. 

In  your*  article*  about  handling  freight 
there  it  no  dimht  ynu  are  correct,  but  in 
regard ‘to  New  York  being  the  place  to  do 
it  with  economy,  it  can  never  be  done;  tbe 
day  has  gone  by.  In  Philadelphia,  a*  Well 
as  Baltimore,  freight  is  handled  cheap  in 
comparison  to  New  Tor k,  for'  the  reason 
that  all  large  store*  sort  storehuuees  am 
built  With  railroad  tracks  tunning  tight 
into  tbe  building,  the  same  as  tbe  Hudson 
River  Railroad  freight  di  j>ot  at  St.  John’s 
Park.  If  a  crtinmlostofl  merehm  fif  Phf?g- 
deiphia  has,  we  will  aay,  five  hundred  bar¬ 
rels  of  whlakey  ceasing  from  Chieage.  it  is 
loaded  In  one  car  at  Chicago  and  dhjiverod 
right  info  bis  store,  and  does  not  go  oui 
until  it  ia  told  for  ertpaumptiop  or  export, 
thua  only  handling  the  freight  but  once. 
The  greatest  help  for  Whw  Yotk  is  the 
building  ol'  steam  canal  boats,  where  each 
boat  can  deliver  her  cargo  abutted  nt  steam 
-hip  ovkt  aome  warehouse  oa  tbe  water; 
this  is  a  relpf  to  a  curtain  extent,  hut  no 
greot  relief  con  evei  come  where  tbe  ton 
nage  is  increasing  as  In  New  York.  So 
much  for  New  York.
